In a somewhat similar w r ay the author constructs men of straw out of ti.e 
categories caulome, trichome, etc., and charges them so impetuoush tha: h * 
momentum carries him beyond safe middle ground to untenable position 
So completely has he taken the physiological point of view , that he prefer* to 
ba^e terminology upon analogy, even when he acknowledges that it obscure* 
homologies. I his may do for popular speech, but it ought not to cont r a 
and cannot long persist in scientific language. 

1 hough every reader may not be able to go the full length w f ith Profess* 
Goebel, it is manifest that he has produced a most useful and stimulate* 
treatise on the organography of plants, which no one who cares to keepabrci* 
of modern views can neglect.—C. R. B.
